Registered nurses from the North 
Mississippi Medical Center are going 
back to school - but not to further their 
own education. These experienced 
nurses are mentoring nursing students 
at Itawamba Community College, as- 
sisting them in their skills lab and 
sharing insight they've gained over 
their years of practice. 

“Building relationships is crucial in 
the success of patient-centered care, 
and this partnership will not only pre- 
pare Itawamba Community College’s 
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nursing students with a solid founda- 
tion to begin their career but will also 
enhance learning through mentoring,” 
says Tonya L. Vaughn, dean of Health 
Science Instruction at ICC. “The nurse 
mentors from NMMC will provide our 
students with a wealth of knowledge 
and experience-based practice.” 

Dr. Dana Walker, who directs ICC’s 
Associate Degree Nursing program, 
agrees. “Many times the student nurse 
feels less anxiety with an outsider and 
will discuss concerns they will not 
mention to a nurse faculty,” Walker 
says. “The nurse will be able to help

develop the student’s personal and 
professional skills by building a rela- 
tionship that allows for a non-threat- 
ening environment - with no grade 
attached.” 

Vaughn says that the partnership 
will also help ensure the students’ suc- 
cess as they enter the workforce. 
“NMMC has provided a great mentor- 
ship team to ensure that ICC’s future 
nurses have someone they can practice 
and communicate with and simply just 
rely on for support,” she adds. 

The partnership is win-win, as 
North Mississippi Health Services is 


looking to strengthen the applicant 
pool for nursing positions. According 
to NMHS Chief Nurse Executive Angie 
Lambert, the mentoring collaboration 
is one of many ways the health system 
is investing in nurses. 

NMMC offers externship programs 
for nursing students, such as those at 
ICC. For new nursing graduates, 
NMMC has Mississippi’s only Gradu- 
ate Nurse Residency Program accred- 
ited as a Practice Transition Program 
by the American Nurses Credentialing 
Center’s Commission on Accreditation 
in Practice Transition Programs.

Are you on track 
with your educational goals?

With the first semester already 
halfway over, it is a perfect oppor- 
tunity to make sure you are on the 
right track 
education...whether you're think- 


for your 
ing about changing majors, need 
help talking to your adviser or just 
planning for spring semester reg- 
istration. 

MAJORS 

ICC Director of Advising Lori 
Little has some advice for those 
who are planning for spring regis- 
tration. “Choosing a major is hard 
since it might be something you 
are doing for the rest of your life! 
You want to choose something 
you love and will fulfill your desire 
to contribute to society.” 

Little said that students can 
still change majors, and there are 
two ways to do so. Students can 
submit a change in major on their 
myTribe or contact the Advising 
Center on either the Tupelo or 
Fulton Campus. 

Little said that there could be 
some issues with changing a 
major this late in the year, includ- 
ing delay in graduation, delay in 
degree completion, increased cost, 
loss of credit hours upon transfer 
and increased time for degree 
completion. 

Changing a major after already 
completing classes might mean all 
those classes students already 
took would not align with the new 
major field which could lead to a 
later graduation date due to how 
late the decision was made. If a 
student’s path is delayed, there is 
a possibility that he or she might 
have to take an extra semester, 
summer or be a third-year student 


at ICC, which would increase the 
cost of an associate degree. For the 
students transferring to a univer- 
sity, only the credits being 
counted toward their major will be 
transferred. 

Little said that students think- 
ing about changing majors should 
talk with their adviser as soon as 
possible. 

MAKE AN APPOINTMENT 

However, now is the time for all 
students to make an appointment 
to discuss their spring schedule. 
Students can meet with their ad- 
visers by setting up an appoint- 
ment via phone or email. 

“Meeting with your adviser can 
have many different benefits, 
which include a chance to set 
goals and figure how to accom- 
plish them, discuss career op- 
tions/pathways, make personal 
and professional connections to 
the workforce, enrollment into 
next semester classes, help with 
transferring colleges and offer 
their best judgment and to cele- 
brate your success as a student,” 
Little said. “All advisers have good 
judgment and previous experience 
in their fields.” 

In addition, advisers provide 
social, educational and emotional 
support to their advisees. They cal 
also help with exploring the major 
you choose, discussing the salary 
that comes with the career and de- 
scribing the workplace, Little said. 

MEETING WITH ADVISERS 

She also noted that when meet- 
ing with an adviser, it would be 
wise to make a list of some ques- 
tions to ensure students are on 
the right path. It is important to 
ask what class requirements are 
needed for degree completion, 


transfer requirements, applicable 
financial aid, available resources 
to assist with class success and in- 
volvement opportunities. They 
can also answer questions like 
how to change majors, register for 
classes, complete program appli- 
cations and what classes are being 
offered. 

SPRING REGISTRATION 

With the spring semester ap- 
proaching, it is important to know 
enrollment dates for the spring. 
They include November 7 at 2:30 
p.m., currently enrolled honors 
college and allied health students; 
November 8 at 7:30 a.m., cur- 
rently enrolled sophomores who 
have completed 24 or more se- 
mester hours; and November 10, 
currently enrolled freshmen, first 
day registration for adult learners, 
readmission, transfer students 
and December 22 high school 
graduates. 

GOOD ADVICE 

Little also said, “Make sure to 
check your email every day to 
keep up with announcements and 
assignments. Communicate with 
your instructors (they are there to 
help). Ask for support early or at 
the first sign of difficulty, whether 
it being with assignments, time 
management, etc. Get involved in 
clubs, study groups, extracurricu- 
lar activities, etc. Get out of your 
comfort zone. Manage your time. 
It is okay to ask for help. Have fun 
(lots of fun). Make informed deci- 
sions, no hasty impulsive deci- 
sions (your adviser can help), 
Advisers are a wonderful re- 
source...use them. Student success 
is important to them! Lastly, GO 
TO CLASS!”

falls to Northwest, Hinds

HINDS 34, ICC 7 

After back-to-back turnovers on 
their first two drives of the game, the 
ICC Indians found themselves in a 17- 
o hole to the Hinds Eagles early in the 
second quarter before breaking 
through on offense. 

Karson Green found Nick Fortune 
on a 10-yard touchdown pass with just 
over nine minutes left before halftime. 

Green threw for 172 yards on 15-of- 
25 passing with one touchdown and 
three interceptions. Fortune had three 
catches for 32 yards and a score. 

Hinds added a 17-yard touchdown 
pass and 25-yard field goal to take a 
27-7 advantage into the break. 

The Indians threw interceptions on 
the first three drives of the second half 
to allow Hinds to pull away for a 34-7 
advantage in the third quarter before 
picking up the win after a scoreless 
fourth quarter. 

The Indians’ offense could only 
manage 187 yards to go with the five 
turnovers. Jamal Brooks rushed for 22 
yards on eight carries. Azaria Smith 
had 11 6 yards receiving on six catches. 

Defensively, Josh Pack led the way 
with 11 tackles with one sack, three 
tackles for loss and two pass breakups. 


ICC 35, HOLMES 28 

With a 35-28 victory over Holmes 
Community College, ICC moved into 
second place in the North Division and 
with the chance to control its own play- 
off destiny. 

“Every win in this league is special,” 
said ICC Head Coach Sean Cannon. 
“We played well in the kicking game, 
and our guys had each other’s backs all 
night. It was a total team win, and Pm 
so proud of our effort.” 

Special teams was a strong point for 
the Indians in the homecoming win 
with two blocked punts by Jaurquez 
Ivy and James Scott, and Zae Davis re- 
turned a punt 55 yards for a touch- 
down. 

Davis also played a big role on of- 
fense catching six passes for a team- 
high 131 yards and two touchdowns, 
including a 65-yard score with four 
minutes left in the game that proved to 
be the difference in the final score. 

The Indians had 370 yards of total 
offense and scored 28 unanswered 
points after trailing 10-0 early in the 
second quarter. 

Quarterback Karson Green led the 
offense by completing 24 passes for 
325 yards and three touchdowns, and 
Shamar Sandgren hauled in six recep- 


tions for 102 yards and one big 75-yard 
touchdown. 

Sophomore running back Eric 
Watts rushed for one touchdown and 
ran for a team-high 57 yards on 15 car- 
ries. 

Defensively, the Indians’ secondary 
got a lot of work as the Bulldogs threw 
the ball almost 90 times. Sophomore 
linebacker Brandon Fairley led the In- 
dians with 15 tackles followed by fellow 
linebacker Antonio Thompson with 11 
tackles. 

Linebacker Phil Oliver and defen- 
sive back Jermaine Ray added 10 tack- 
les each. 

ICC 55, MS DELTA 21 

ICC picked up its second North Di- 
vision win with a big 55-21 victory over 
Mississippi Delta Community College. 

The Indians put up 547 yards of 
total offense with freshman quarter- 
back Red Parker and freshman wide 
receiver Azaria Smith scoring three 
touchdowns each to lead the offensive 
charge. 

Parker completed 12 of his 24 
passes for 275 yards and three touch- 
downs through the air including a 72- 
yard strike to Shamar Sandgren for 
ICC’s first score in the game. 

Smith played several roles offen- 


sively with a team-high 153 receiving 
yards on six receptions and two touch- 
downs and rushed for another TD ona 
10-yard run while filling in as quarter- 
back late in the contest. 

Sophomore running back Jamal 
Brooks, who rushed for two touch- 
downs, finished with 41 yards, and Eric 
Watts ran for a team-high 168 yards on 
20 carries with one touchdown. 

While the Indians’ offense put up 
big numbers, the defense held the Tro- 
jans to 247 yards of total offense and 
allowed only two touchdowns. The 
Trojans opened the game with a long 
scoring drive, but their other score 
came after a fumble recovery inside the 
10-yard line that set up an eight-yard 
scoring pass. 

The Trojans scored their third 
touchdown on a 4-yard interception 
return late in the game. 

Sophomore linebacker Josh Pack 
led the Indians with 11 tackles. The In- 
dians also forced three turnovers with 
Phil Oliver and Jermaine Ray picking 
off passes and Ray also recovering a 
fumble. 

Sophomore kicker Shane Lasher 
was a perfect two-for-two with 20- and 
25-yard field goals.

ICC fell to No. 4 Northwest Missis- 
sippi Community College 49-10. 

The Indians jumped out to an early 
10-0 lead as Shane Lasher capped off 
a 65-yard game-opening drive with a 
21-yard field goal. Two possessions 
later, the Indians put together an 83- 
yard drive that ended with a 29-yard 


touchdown strike from Karson Green 
to Shamar Sandgren. 

After the first two ICC scores, the 
Rangers answered by scoring 14 
points in each of the first three quar- 
ters, and adding a final touchdown 
early in the fourth quarter as they put 
up 504 yards of total offense. 

The Rangers, who took advantage 
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of the short field after a turnover to 
score their first touchdown of the 
game on a five-yard run, took the lead 
on a 22-yard touchdown pass with 
under a minute left in the first quar- 
ter. 

In the second quarter, the Rangers 
scored on a 12-yard pass and a three-

Continuing to alternate between air 
and ground attacks, the Rangers 
scored on a 10-yard pass and a four- 
yard run in the third quarter.
